Th'Cy were to' be 
arraigned this afternoon. Gray on 
a charge of sex perversion, and 
Simmons on a charge of crime 
against nature. 
If convicted. Gray faces a maxi­ 
mum prison sentence of 15 years, 
while the maximum term on 
charge against Simmons is 10 
years. 
Mountanos said this morning, 
after conferring with Marin Dist. 
Atty. W. O. Weissich, “We do not 
want any homosexuals in the city 
of Sausalito. The district attorney 
has stated he will give me full co­ 
operation in my drive to rid the 
city of homosexuals, and that he 
will make every effort to drive 
them out of the county.” 
Mountanos said his department 
had kept the premises at 200 North 
street under surveillance for some 
time before making yesterday’s 
raid.

IOWA CITY, Iowa (U.R) — The 
University of Iowa’s Negro beauty 
queen, 17-year old Dora Lee Mar­ 
tin, caught up with her studies 
today after a weekend of school­ 
girl triumphs. 
The pretty Houston, Tex., girl 
admitted “I’ve neglected my 
studies something • terrible” while 
reigning as sweetheart of the Uni­ 
versity of Iowa campus. 
She was also “pretty tired.” 
Dora was chosen over 28 other 
pretty Iowa, coeds Friday in, vo'tlng 
by 2,000 of the university's 5,500 
mall* population. She was the first 
Negro girl ever crowned queen In 
the four-year old contest. 
As a reward, she ruled over the 
“Queen of Queens” winter formal 
dance, one of the school’s top 
social affairs, Saturday night. 
The light-skinned freshman ar­

Administrator Advocates 
Must Not 'Count Chickens' 


At long last Marin's supervisors h^ve 
given a definite indication they intend to 
hire a county administrator and put our 
county government on a more business-like 
basis. 
That we need some administrative change 
has been becoming more and more obvious. 
T he very manner in which the matter came 
to a head was symptomatic of the whole 
situation. 
Relationship between the office of civil 
defense and the board of supervisors had 
been steadily worsening, 
although 
there 
seemed to be no real reason. Basicly the 
problem seemed to be one of communica­ 
tion. The supervisors didn’t know what the 
CD coordinator was doing or trying to do, 
and the CD coordinator didn’t know what 
the board was doing or wanted him to do. 
It was essentially an administrative prob­ 
lem, with some personalities thrown in as 
complications. 
Break between the two came over the 
hiring of a clerk. You don’t need a clerk, 
the board told him; you can’t be mailing 
much mail because you haven’t been using 
the stamp money we allocate you. 
“I’m not using the stamp money because 
you told all departments to use the stamping 
machine in the clerk’s office,” the coord­ 
inator answered, “and that’s what I’ve been 
doing.” 
Upshot of the dispute was the resignation 
of the coordinator. 
Selection of his replacement led to the 4 
to 1 vote by the supervisors that a county 
administrator be hired, who would take over 
as CD chief as well as his other duties. T o­ 
morrow the board will meet at 2 p.m. to

WHAT, 
WE 
CANNOT 
help 
wondering, is K hrushchev up to 
in his tour of India and Burm a? 
He has violated all the rules of 
diplomatic 
intercourse 
among 
governments. He has treated the 
governments of India and of 
Burm a as if they did not exist, 
as if he, not they, had the right 
to lead their peoples in their re­ 
lations with the 
rest 
of 
the 
world. There seemed to be no 
bounds whatever to the insults, 
and to the downright lies, which 
he has directed at the W estern 
governments with whom he has 
so recently been talking peace. 


W hat, then, is he up to? If 
the smiles of July were calculat­ 
ed, w hat is the calculation be­ 
hind the venom now? 


Or is there no calculation? Is 
K hrushchev, as Disraeli said of 
an opponent, “inebriated w ith 
the exuberance of his own ver­ 
bosity?” If it is th at, w hat has 
happened to Bulganin who, so 
close observers a t Geneva have 
been saying, was a restraining 
influence on K hrushchev’s ex­ 
uberance? 


Or is it both calculation and 
intoxication? It looks so to me 
—as 
if 
the 
Kremlin 
had 
reached a decision of higli 
policy to take the initiative in 
resuming the offensive in the 
cold war and 
that 
Krhush- 
chev, who is an uncouth and 
exuberant man, is following the 
new line in his uncouth and 
exuberant way. 


WE CANNOT BE sure w hat 
were the reasons for the decision 
to take the offensive. 
It may well have been the dis­ 
play of the 
weakness 
of 
the 
W estern governments, 
of 
the 
U nited States with a sick Presi­ 
dent and an election, of G er­ 
m any w ith a sick 
and 
aging 
chancellor, of France paralyzed 
by its constitutional sickness. 


But of one thing, which is of 
great practical im portance, we 
can be sure. If the danger of 
the smiles in July was th a t we 
would “lcwer our 
guard,” 
the 
danger of the K hrushchev agi­ 
tation today is th a t it will pro­ 
voke us to react unwisely. 


In fact, it has, I am afraid, 
provoked Mr. Dulles into m ak­ 
ing a serious m istake in regard 
to the dispute between India and 
Portugal over Goa. This terri­ 
tory is legally a province of Por­ 
tugal. Geographically it is an 


enclave on the western shore of 
India. K hrushchev 
has 
been 
making 
inflam m atory speeches 
about India’s right 
to 
annex 
Goa. O ur position has been and, 
according to Mr. Dulles speaking 
last week our position still is, 
th a t we do not take “any posi­ 
tion on the m erits of the m at­ 
ter.” Our interest, in other words, 
is to rem ain friends with both 
Portugal and India, not to be 
entangled in their dispute, and 
to do w hat we can to encourage 
a peaceable solution. 


After 
K hrushchev’s 
speech 
about Goa in which he backed 
India unreservedly, it m ight have 
been useful for Mr. Dulles, speak­ 
ing for the United States, to re ­ 
state our position of disinterested 
friendship. Instead, he allowed 
himself 
to 
be 
provoked 
by 
K hushchev’s 
insults. 
K hrush­ 
chev having taken the Indian 
side, Mr. Dulles agreed 
to 
a 
joint communique which to all 
appearances placed him on the 
Portuguese side. T h at 
will 
do 
Portugal no particular good and 


it has angered India. The net 
result, it would seem will be to 
disqualify Mr. Dulles as a con­ 
ciliator in the Portuguese-Indian 
dispute. 


THE INCIDENT—it should be 
no more th an th at—may be a 
useful little rem inder that, like 
Prim e M inister Nehru, we too 
have a policy of neutrality and 
non-aligrynent when 
it 
suits 
w hat we consider to be our in­ 
terests. In disputes between the 
Communist orbit and non-Com - 
m unist states, we are never neu­ 
tral ourselves, and we dislike 
neutrality in others. But in dis­ 
putes between the A tlantic Pow­ 
ers and their dependencies—as 
in Goa—in disputes among the 
states w ithin the non-Com m unist 
world—as in Palestine—we aim 
to be as neutral as possible. It is 
only fair to rem em ber th a t in 
all the disputes of this character, 
India is not very neutral. 


It would be good in W ashing­ 
ton and in New Delhi if these 
paradoxes were recognized and 
regarded w ith charity. It will 
help us to avoid taking th a t high 
and m ighty tone w ith one a n ­ 
other which, when governments 
are speaking, is always in some 
m easure hypocrisy. And thus, 
remembering our own confusions 
and mistakes, we may be able 
to bear lightly 
on 
the 
other 
m an’s.

The speakers were Mrs. Mary 
Summers, M arin County plan­ 
ning director, and Doyt Early, 
architect in the State Division 
of Schoolhouse Planning. 
Speaking on the topic: “W hat 
are our school building needs, 
how can we m eet them ?” the 
pair were introduced by Super­ 
visor Jam es M arshall, who acted 
as chairm an of the division m eet­ 
ing. 


MRS. SUMMERS opened the 
discussion 
by 
detailing 
the 
growth of M arin County and the 
problems which have accompa­ 
nied th a t growth. Between 1940 
and 1950 “we were building about 
1000 homes per year,” she de­ 
clared. In the first nine m onths 
of this year more th an 3000 
homes are under construction. 
Ju st these homes alone wilfc re­ 
quire construction of four or five 
completely new schools. 


The 
large 
subdivisions 
are 
causing particular problems, Mrs. 
Summ ers went on. In the coun­ 
ty, three large subdivisions, T er­ 
ra Linda, Marinwood and Loma 
Verde, are responsible for con­ 
struction of homes on 10,050 lots 
covering some 4,950 acres. T erra 
Linda alone, with 4,700 homes 
spread over 2,000 acres, will re ­ 
quire five new elem entary schools, 
one junior high school and one 
high school. A nother big one, 
Glenwood, 
the 
old 
McNear 
ranch, mostly in San Rafael, 
will have 4,350 homes on 2,500 
acres. The four subdivisions to­ 
gether account for 14,400 new 
homes. 


The county, through its p lan­ 
ning commission is attacking this 
problem, she 
continued. 
U lti­ 
m ate land use is being studied, 
“guesstim ates” of utim ate pop­ 
ulation saturation are made. Us­ 
ing this data, the unoccupied 
areas are being 
divided 
into 
“neighborhoods” with a school 
as a focal point. Schools are be­ 
ing located near the centers of 
these neighborhoods, w ith auto­ 
mobile traffic flowing from them 
toward business and shopping 
areas. 


WITH THEORETICAL plans 
prepared, the planning commis­ 
sion, under authorization of the 
board of supervisors, is requir­ 
ing subdividers to subm it plans 
for all of their land use, as a 
planned community, with prop­ 
er school sites reserved for school 
purposes until the school dis­ 
trict is in a position to buy them . 
T ract development of M arin 
has created another problem for 
schools. Fifteen years ago there 
was one third of a child in ele­ 
m entary school for each home in 
M arin. Today the average has 
risen to half a child per home. 
B ut in the new tract develop­ 
m ents, the average is between 
1*6 and 2 children per home, 
three or four times the county 
average. 


Will this situation continue for 
years? The planners believe so, 
according to Mrs. Summers. From 
all indications this trend will 
go on for the next 20 years — 
and 20 years is approxim ately the 
life expectancy of a school build­ 
ing. T h at is why the planning 
commission is advising all school 
districts to purchase school sites 
now while they are still avail­ 
able. T h at is why the planners

Only 5 per cent of the funds, for 
example, may be spent for site 
im provem ent, classroom square 
footages are lim ited and there 
is a m axim um unit cost. There 
are other lim itations, all of which 
are a little short of w hat is nec­ 
essary, “you leave the table a 
little hungry,” Early declared. 


COMMENTING 
ON .specifio 
proposals, Early said th a t stock 
plans apparently are not provid­ 
ing the savings which were pre­ 
dicted for them . Some 80 or 90 
schools have been built from 
stock plans available to all, but 
because sites differ and because 
educators require different things 
of their schools, change orders 
have created alm ost a complete 
new set of plans and erased w hat 
savings there originally were. 
Portable buildings on the other 
hand, have been useful in cer­ 
tain instances. In fast growing 
areas, m any children m ay move 
into elem entary school a t th e 
sam e time. In a few years they 
m ay all have grown up into 
junior high or high school, leav­ 
ing the elem entary requirem ents 
• considerably reduced. In such 
cases as this, the portable class 
room has proven itself useful, 
although not as good education­ 
ally or functionally as perm anent 
structures. 
Re-use of plans by a school dis-* 
trict has been done successfully, 
the state architect continued, but 
it does not always bring the best 
value. Revision of plans often 
improves them . Restudy often 
results in greater economies. “O ur 
school plans are simple and eco­ 
nomical and school contruction 
costs have not jisen in as high 
a proportion as other building 
costs,” Early concluded.

Must Not 'Count Chickens' 


At long last Marin’s supervisors h^ve 
given a definite indiAition they intend to 
hire a county administrator and put our 
county government on a more business-like 
basis.

WALTER LIPPMANN 
What Is Krushchev Up To In His 
Uncouth And Exhuberant Insults? 


WHAT. W’E 
CANNOT help 
wondering, is Khrushchev up to 
in his tour of India and Burma? 
He has violate'd all the rules of 
diplomatic 
intercourse 
among 
governments. He has treated the 
governments of India and of 
Burma as if they did not exist, 
as if he, not they, had the right 
to lead their peoples in their re­ 
lations with the 
rest 
of 
the 
world. There seemed to be no 
bounds whatever to the insults, 
and to the dow nright lies, which 
he has directed at the Western 
governments with whom he has 
so recently been talking peace. 


'w hat, then, is he up to? If 
the smiles of July were calculat­ 
ed, what is the calculation be­ 
hind the venom now*? 


Or is there no calculation? Is 
Khrushchev, as Disraeli said of 
an opponent, “inebriated with 
the exuberance of his own ver­ 
bosity?” If it is that, 'What has 
happened to Bulganin who, so 
close observers at Geneva have 
been saying, W'as a restraining 
influence on Khrushchev’s ex- 
ubera'nce? 
' 


Or 'Is it bO'th calc'ulation and 
intoxication? It looks so to me 
—as 
if 
the 
Kremlin 
had 
reached a decision of high 
policy to take the initiative in 
resuming the offensive in the 
cold war and 
that 
Krhush- 
chev, who is an uncouth and 
exuberant man, is following the 
new line in his uncouth and 
exuberant way. 


WE CANNOT BE sure what 
were the re:aso'ns. for the decision 
to take the offensive. 
It may well have been the dis­ 
play of the 
weakness 
of 
the 
Western governments, 
of 
the 
Uni'ted States with a sick Presi­ 
dent and an election, of Ger­ 
many with a sick 
and 
aging 
chancellor, of Prance paralj'Zed 
by its constitutional sickness. 


But of one thing, which Is of 
great practical importa'nce, 'we 
can be sure. If the danger of 
the smiles in July was that we 
w'ould “lower our 
guard,” 
the 
danger of the Khrushchev agi- 
tatio'n today is that it will pr'O-' 
voke us to react unwisely. 


In fa'Ct, it has, I am afraid, 
provoked ,Mr'. Dulles Into m,ak- 
ing a serious mistake in regard 
to the dispute between India and 
Portugal over Goa. This terri­ 
tory is legally a province of Por­ 
tugal. Geographically it is an 
enclave on the western shore of 
India, Khrushchev 
has 
been 
making inflammatory speeches 
about India’s right 
to 
annex 
Goa. '0''ur position h;as been and, 
according to Mr. Dulles speaking 
last week our position still is, 
that we do not take “any posi­ 
tion on the merits of the mat­ 
ter.” O'lir interest. In other 'W'Ords, 
is to remain friends with both 
Portugal and India, not to be 
entangled in their dispute, and 
to do what we can to encourage 
a peaceable solution. 


After 
Khrushchev’s 
speech 
about Goa in which he backed 
India unreservedly, it might have 
been useful for Mr. Dulles, speak­ 
ing for the United States, to re- 
sta'te o'ur positio'n of disinter'ested 
friendship. Instead, he allowed 
himself 
to 
be 
provoked 
by 
Khushchev’s 
insults. 
Khrush­ 
chev having taken the Indian 
side, Mr. Dulles agreed 
to 
a 
joint communique which to all 
appearances placed him on the 
Portuguese side. That will 
do 
Portugal no particular good and 


it has angered India. The net 
result, it would seem will be to 
d'isqualify Mr. Dulles as a con­ 
ciliator in the Portuguese-Indian 
dispute. 


'THE IN'CIDENT—it should be 
no more than that—may be a 
useful little reminder that, like 
Prime Minister Nehru, we too 
have a policy of neutrality and 
non-aligi^ent when 
it 
suits 
what we consider to be our in­ 
terests. In disputes between the 
Communist orbit and non-Com- 
munist states, we are never neu­ 
tral ourselves, and 'we dislike 
neutrality in others. But in dis­ 
putes between the Atlantic Pow­ 
ers and their dependencies—as 
in Goa—in disputes among the 
states 'Withta the non-Communist 
world—as in Palestine—we aim 
to be as neutral as possible. It is 
only fair to remember that in 
all 'the dispu'tes of this ch'aracter, 
India is. not very neu'tral. 


It 'would be g'ood In Washing- 
'ton and in New Delhi ,if these 
paradoxes were recogpized and 
regarded with charity. It will 
help us to avoid taking that high 
and mighty 'tone 'with one an­ 
other which, when governments 
are speaking, is always In some 
measure hypocrisy. And thus, 
remembering our own confusions 
and mlstak'es, we may be able 
to bear lightly 
on 
the 
other 
man’s.

ÍDUCATION CONFCRCNCB-V 
Mushrooming Growth 
Of Morin Requires 
Many New Schools

MRS. SUMMERS opened the 
discussion

growth of Marin County and the 
problems which have acccxnpa- 
nied that growth. Between 1940 
and 1950' “we 'were bulldtng about 
1000' hO'mes per year,” she de­ 
clared. In the first nine months 
of this year more than 3000 
homes are under construction. 
Just the.se homes alone 'wMfc re­ 
quire construction of four .or five 
completely new schools. 


The 
la.rg'0 
subdivisions 
are 
causing particular problems, Mrs. 
Summers went on. In the coun­ 
ty, three large subdivisions, Ter­ 
ra Linda, MarinW'Ood and .Lom.a 
Verde, are responsible for con­ 
struction of hcrnies on 10,050 lots 
covering some 4,950 acres. Terra 
Linda alone, with 4,700 homes 
spread over 2,0'00 acres, 'will re­ 
quire five new elementary schools, 
one Junior high school and one 
high school. Another big one, 
'Glenwood, 
the

ranch, mostly in San Rafael, 
will have 4,350 homes on 2,500 
acres. The four subdivisions to­ 
gether account for 14,400 new 
hom.es.

mate land use is being studied, 
“guesstimates” of utlmate pop­ 
ulation saturation are made. Us- 
.ing this data, the unoccupied 
areas are being

into 
“neighborhoods” with a school 
as a focal point. Schools are be­ 
ing loca'te'd near the centers of 
these neighborhoods, with auto­ 
mobile traffic flowing from them 
toward business and shopping 
areas. 


WITH THEORETICAL plans 
prepared, the planning commis­ 
sion, under authorization of the 
board of supe,rv,isors, .is requir'- 
ing subdividers to submit plans 
for all of their land use, as a 
planned community, with prop­ 
er school .s.ites reserved for schoo'l 
purposes until the school dis­ 
trict is in a position to buy them. 
Tract development of Marin 
has created another problem for 
schools. Fifteen years ago there 
wias one third of a child in. ele­ 
mentary school for each home In 
Marin. Today the average has 
risen to half a child per home.

veneration. 
Colored lights shine on the scene. 
In poor homes the presepio may 
be of cardboard. Among rich no­ 
bles there may be expensive hand 
carvings. B ut always there is the 
presepio. 
Babbo N atale 
(Father C hrist­ 
mas) is known in Italy but it is 
the Gesu Bambino 
(the infant 
Jesus) who lays presents beside 
the 
heads of sleeping children 
before 
they 
awaken 
Christm as 
morning. 


Thus begins Christm as, the one 
day of the year in which every 
Italian is expected to rest at home 
w ith his family. Through the day 
the family group plays cards, talks 
and jokes, drinks coffee and eats 
candies or sweets. 


Sweets vary from city to city 
but everyone m ust have panettone. 
This is a sweet bread w ith raisins 
and 
candied 
fruit 
which 
has 
spread 
from 
M ilan 
across 
the 
world. Thousands are shipped to 
the United States fo r *Italo-A m eri­ 
can Christm as celebrations there. 


There is far less emphasis on 
gifts w ithin the family th an in the 
U nited States. However, tradition 
calls for presents to those who 
have done you services during the 
year.

STUDY CONCLUDES: 
Laws Not Yet Needed 


To Offset Automation 


WASHINGTON (U.PJ — A con­ 
gressional subcommittee has de­ 
cided that “no specific broad- 
gauge economic legislation appears 
to be called for" now because of 
automation. 
But it warned that with the 
coming of push button iactories 
“no one dare overlofA or deny the 
fact that many individuals will 
suffer personal, mental and physi­ 
cal hardships.” 
» 


“The middle-aged worker par­ 
ti ci.u’rly, who may find his skills 


rendered obsolete overnight or his 
job abolished as his work is turn­ 
ed over to a machine, has every 
right to expect that industry, his 
union ’ and society, will recognize 
his plight and assist him.” the sub­ 
committee said. 


The subcommittee on economic 
stabilization, h e a d e d by Rep. 
Wright Patmen (D-Tex.), recently 
concluded hearings on automation. 
It gathered testimony from scores 
of labor, industry, government, 


economic and scientific leaders. 
In a report issued last night, 
the subcommittee urged develop­ 
ment of national and local pro­ 
grams by government, industry 
and organized labor to ease unem­ 
ployment problems “whatever the 
c a u s e 
or 
causes 
of 
distress 
may be.” 
However, the subcommittee re­ 
fused to draw hard and fast con­ 
clusions pending further study. 
It said the new age will witness 
an “enosmous” increase in the 
amount 
of 
atorflic 
energy 
for 
peacef ul purposes, as well as giant 
strides in electronics and the use 
of modern computing machines. 
The subcommittee urged Indus­ 
try to time its investments and 
technological changes “with an eye 
to the state of general business 
and the needs for increased em­ 
ployment.' 
The group also called on unions 


to ‘'continue to recognize that an 
improved level of living for all 
cannot be achieved by a blind de­ 
fense of the status quo.”

collection agency for action. Do it 
now if you want to deduct the 
bad debt this year. 
Your bad debts are deductible if 
1. a valid debt actually was made 
in 1955 or existed January 1, 1955 
and something happened in 1955 
that made you believe the debt 
never will be collected. 
2. The amount of the bad debt 
must have been included in your 
income, or been a part of your 
capital. You cannot have a bad 
debt 
deduction 
for 
uncollectible 
wages, fees, rents, etc. If you are 
a merchant and have a bad debt 
arising from sales or services, you 
cannot deduct the |^id debt un­ 
less you have included the sale in 
income. 
If you are in business your busi­ 
ness bad debts are deducted to­ 
gether with your other business 
costs, on separate Schedule C of 
the tax return. 


If your bad debt is a personal 
debt the deduction is made on 
separate Schedule D of the tax 
return as a short term capital loss. 
Such losses cannot be deducted 
from other income in an amount 
over $1,000.00 per year. However, 
they can be deducted from capital 
gains in any amount. 
If you have a bad debt loss of 
more than $1,000.00, take $1,000.00 
this year and carry the balance 
over to 1956. You can deduct $1,- 
000.00 per year for the next five 
years, if your loss amounts to that 
much. You can take it all in any 
year that you can deduct it from 
your capital gains. 


Loans to relatives or friends can 
be deducted as bad debts. How­ 
ever, they are always given very 
close scrutiny and you should be 
prepared to prove the money was 
in fact a loan, that you have made 
every reasonable effort to collect, 
and that it was in no way, shape 


The fact of your turning the 
claim over to an attorney or col­ 
lection agency is always a good 
method of showing an effort to 
force collection. 


Do it now, before December 31, 
1955, if you want the deduction 
for this year.

Youngsters Under Age 14 


Can't Commit 'Crimes' 


(The State Bar of California 
offers this column so that you 
may know more about our laws. 
It appears weekly in the Inde­ 
pendent- Journal.) 


A youngster may do you or your 
property harm—on purpose, or by 
not taking 
proper 
care. 
Either 
way, he is liable for his “tort” 
(French for wrong). 
But what if the minor has no 
money? Can the law come back on 
his parents?

parent signs 
his 
youngster’s license, he takes on 
the child’s tort liability in driving 
a car. 


2. Parents owe it to others also, 
for example baby-sitters, to shield 
them from their child, where they 
can, if they know he is given to 
undue violence: (Like a master, his 
savage dog). Fail to take reason­ 
able care, and a parent is liable 
for the child’s torts. 


3. With a few such exceptions, 
the law has always held young- 
ters solely liable for their torts. 
But besides any such liability, a 
new law now holds parents liable 
up to $300, for property damage 
their children may do by wilful 
misconduct. Thus a parent may 
have to stand good for the dam­ 
ages done by a young vandal. 
4. A grown person who wilfully 
destroys property (or does bodily 
harm) may be not only liable for 
his tort, but charged as well with 
a crime.

1. a valid debt actually was made 
in 1955 or existed January 1, 1955 
and something happened in 1955 
that made you believe the debt 
never will be collected. 
2. The amount of the bad debt 
must have been included In your 
income, or been a part of your 
capital. You cannot have a bad 
debt deduction for uncollectible 
wages, fees, rents, etc. If you are 
a merchant and have a bad debt 
arising from sales or services, you 
cannot deduct the |^ d debt un­ 
less you have included the sale in 
income. 
If you are in business your busi­ 
ness bad debts are deducted to­ 
gether with your other business 
costs, on separate Schedule C of 
the tax return. 
If your bad debt is a personal 
debt the deduction is made on 
separate Schedule D of the tax 
return as a short term capital loss. 
Such losses cannot be deducted 
from other income in an amount 
over $1,000.00 per year. However, 
they can be deducted from capital 
gains in any amount. 
If you have a bad debt loss of 
more than $1,000.00, take $1,000.00 
this year and carry the balance 
over to 1956. You can deduct $1,- 
000.00 per year for the next five 
years, if your loss amounts to that 
much. You can take it all in any 
year th at you can deduct it from 
your capital gains. 
Loans to relatives or friends can 
be deducted as bad debts. How­ 
ever, they are always given very 
close scrutiny and you should be 
prepared to prove the money was 
in fact a loan, th at you have made 
every reasonable effort to collect, 
and th at it was In no way, shape 
The fact of your turning the 
claim over to an attorney or col­ 
lection agency Is always a good 
method of showing an effort to 
force collection. 
Do it now, before December 31, 
1955, if you want the deduction 
for this year.
